ablaze. 
“I believe the fire s ta rt­ 
ed in the 
hall 
across from my 
kitchen,” she said, 
"W hen I open­ 
ed the door the* whole hail was 
afire.” 
Resident Suffers Injury 
Alfred H astings, 51, a resident 
of the building, was cut on the left 
hand and burned on the arm s and 
face when he attem pted to remove 
some of his belongings from his 
room. 
His injuries were not ser­ 
ious. 
All the personal property 
of Mrs. Shotts and Mr. H astings 
was destroyed. 
O thers who lived in the building 
were H arry Shane, John Waples, 
Plato Ambrose, 
and 
Mrs. John 
Crawford. Mrs. Craw ford, 84, was 
reluctant to leave her rooms, resi­ 
dents said, and was forced from 
the building. 
Mr. M iller’s justice of peace of­ 
fice and Mrs. M iller’s beauty p ar­ 
lor were located in the building. 
Household furnishings of some 
of the residents were saved by re­ 
sidents of the village. 
The fire dam aged the homes of 
Mrs. C lara Hill, on the South side 
of the hotel, and C yrus Collins, 
on the N orth side. 
Fire Chief C. E. Hill of W illiam s­ 
port, was 
burned

fighting the flam es. 
He narrowly 
escaped more serious in btry when 
a chimney crashed.

Federal-state inspection of pota­ 
toes, comprising one of the major 
provisions of the m arketing agree­ 
m ent program proposed for Ohio 
and 16 other late-producing states, 
will apply 
only 
to 
out-of-state 
shipments while, the program is in 
operation according to E. B. Toss­ 
ing, specialist in vegetable crops, 
Ohio State university. 
Inspection, Mr. Tussing explain­ 
ed, is not required of potatoes which 
are sold within the state in which 
they are grown. 
But the program 
provides that potatoes shipped out- 
of state by handlers or by grow­ 
ers who ship their own potatoes 
must be inspected. 
This provision, which does not 
apply to officially state certified 
seed potatoes, is designed to as­ 
sure 
the 
m arketing of 
potatoes 
that measure up to the standards 
of grade and size specified under 
the m arketing agreem ent regu­ 
lations for 
the 
benefit 
of 
the 
grower, the handler, and the con­ 
sumer. 
To the grower, it means 
the stabilization of quality in the 
principal channels of trade so that 
there is fair competition among 
growers. 
Together with the cull regula­ 
tion, prohibiting shipment of cull 
potatoes in interstate 
commerce, 
and such other grade and size limi­ 
tation measures 
which 
may be 
recommended 
by 
administering 
committees, federal-state 
inspec­ 
tion aids in furnishing dependable 
graded 
products 
to 
the 
m er­ 
chandising industry. 
Further, Mr. Tussing said, inspec­ 
tion assists in the establishment 
of the farm price for potatoes bas­ 
ed on better average quality and 
aids in building up demand for 
potatoes grown in various areas 
because 
of uniform quality and 
size. 
Federal-state inspection is ad­ 
vantageous to the handler as well 
as to the grower. 
Because of this 
regulation the handler can deal in 
potatoes of 
dependable 
uniform 
quality, assuring him of fewer re­ 
jected shipments and lower handl­ 
ing costs in the end . The consum­ 
er benefits also through having 
available a supply bf potatoes that 
are not defective or of such small 
size as to be wasteful in prepara­ 
tion for the table.

Four of Harlan Jurors 
Changed Minds, One Says 


LONDON, Ky., Aug. 2— (U P)—John Hibbard, 59, eldest member 
of the federal court jury which yesterday was dismissed after having 
failed to reach a verdict in the H arlan anti-labor conspiracy trial, 
said today that the jury had been divided l l to one for conviction of 
all defendants until less than two weeks ago. 
"Four of the jurors suddenly changed their minds and took 
a stand for acquittal,” he said.^ BiftniitC3irmnniiiafntnnitnc3iEiiiniifur3Hiiittiiiiic3iiii!iiyiim 
Hibbard said all of the jurors 
had spent most of their idle hours 
in talking over the case, despite 
strict orders from Federal Judge 
H. Church Ford that they should 
not discuss it until testimony and 
argum ents had been completed. 
The mistrial ended temporarily 
the government’s first attempt, to 
enforce the National Labor Rela­ 
tions act by criminal prosecution. 
The defendants, 16 coal mining 
companies, 18 company 
officials 
and 21 former H arlan county de­ 
puty sheriffs, are accused of hav­ 
ing conspired to prevent union­ 
ization of miners by intimidation 
and coercion in violation of an 
1870 statute. 
Their 
drawn 
out and compli­ 
cated trial lasted 58 days in terms 
of court sessions, 78 days by the 
calendar. 
Government and de­ 
fense attorneys used approximate­ 
ly 2,225,000 words in presenting 
testimony and arguments. 
A t­ 
torneys said complete cost of the 
case was inestimable but believed 
it had cost the government alone 
at least $350,000. 
Judge Ford set Sept. 17 at Lex­ 
ington for hearing of a motion for 
a new trial after Foreman L. F. 
Johnson had reported the deadlock 
—seven for acquittal and five for 
conviction on the final ballot.

Entom ologists recently com plet­ 
ed surveys of w heat fields in 34 
Ohio counties and found the in­ 
festation of Hesston fly worse in 
26 counties than it was in 1937 
Seven counties had few er Hesston 
flies and there was no change 
in num ber present in one county. 
R ates of increase varied from 
slight to 1,000 percent. 
Mr. P arks 
believes the num ber of this insect 
now present in m any counties m ay 
result in severe dam age to w heat 
fields in 1939 unless farm ers plant 
their w heat a t the correct tim e 
this Fall. 
Planting w heat a t the recom ­ 
mended tim e is the only known 
practical way of controlling this In­ 
sect. 
The larvae of the H essian 
fly live Inside w heat stem s, and 
weaken the plant so th a t It breaks 
over before 
the 
w heat 
ripens. 
W heat borne on the broken stem s 
m ay be shrunken or it m ay be 
impossible to g ather the heads by 
ordinary harvesting m ethods. 
Safe dates for planting w heat 
in Ohio vary according to the lo­ 
cation of the county in the state 
and to the 
altitude of 
the 
area. 
Each county 
agricultural 
agent 
knows the date recommended for 
w heat planting 
In 
his 
county. 
Planting is delayed so th a t the 
fly does not have a good oppor­

DIET AND HEALTH 
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l l o w Dyes of Clothing May Cause Dermatitis 
By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
ALLERGY, 
or 
hypersensitive­ 
ness, which we have been discuss­ 
ing this week in connection with 
hay fever, may have many pecu­ 
liar m anifestations. Often puzzling 
are the skin eruptions th a t can 
come from articles of clothing. 
“Dress derm atitis'' is an entity 
that should be easily recognized 
because it consists in an eruption, 
usually from a dye In the dress, 
that occurs in sharply localized 
parts of the skin—places where 
the dress most often touches and 
where perspiration may dissolve 
the dye. 
These places are around 
the arm pits, the fold of the arms, 
and the neck. 
The eruption may

extend over the chest, but only to 
the line where the underclothes 
come to protect the skin. 
The 
eruption has all the features of 
eczema—an itching, weeping crust­ 
ing inflammation. 
The eruption around the arnopits 
is most characteristic—it affects 
the sides and periphery of the arm ­ 
pits, not the pit. 
This is m arked­ 
ly different from other skin dis­ 
eases which affect the top of the 
pit especially. 
Dye Usually Responsible 
While the m aterial—silk or wool 
cf the dress is sometimes respon­ 
sible, it is usually the dye. 
This 
is proved by patch tests—when 
'he dye is laid directly on the skin 


and covered with adhesive plaster, 
and left there an hour, the char­ 
acteristic eruption appears on that 
spot. 
Blue dresses are most often 
incriminated, although this is not 
absolute, and in one patient a blue, 
a black and a green dress all pro­ 
duced the eruption. 
Shoe derm atitis is another form 
of clothing sensitiveness. 
People 
with this have an eruption th at re­ 
sembles athlete’s foot. 
And as a 
m atter of fact, many of them are 
treated for a long time for ath ­ 
lete’s foot, until the true cause is 
discovered. 
The eruption is likely 
to be on the side and sole of the 
foot. 
The leather, the linings and 
brown and black shoe polish have 
all been found responsible as the 
cause. 
One man was found who 
was sensitive, as shown by the 
patch test, to leather from 17 dif­ 
ferent shoes. 
He has to wear can* 
vas foot covering. 
Sock derm atitis also occurs, and 
should be easy to spot because the 
distribution of the rash is exactly 
that of contact with the sock. 
Dyes, rather than the m aterial oi 
which the sock is made, are Uh 
cause, 
and 
the 
cure, 
logically 
enough, is to wear white socks.

LEAD WITH A RIGHT 
MOST BOXING coaches tell a 
pupil it is sound tactics to lead 
with the left hand, but almost 
never to lead with the right. And 
most bridge teachers will tell you 
never to lead an ace against no 
trump, unless your partner had bid 
the suit or you have an almost 
solid suit yourself and want him 
to unblock for you.
